Tyler hinted that the city will, after 
the first of the year, try to sponsor a 
safety first movement and give les­ 
sons to employes.

sentence, even if one of the convicted persons was a woman. 
The time is at hand when that same fact should be in the 
minds of jurors in all courts and in the minds of judges when the 
time arrives for sentence to he pronounced, declares the Ohio State 
Journal. 
There have been many cases where a woman, undoubted-

lv guilty, has been able to weep or smile her way to freedom or a 


trifling penalty. 
Probably the easy escape has been a contribut­ 


ing cause of the many murders by women. 
Ohio has a spectacu­

An American tips a bell boy, a bat girl, a bootblack, a red 
cap, a waiter, a porter, a taxi driver, etc. 
But here the custom 
ends. 
The American balks, for example, at tipping a policem an,: 
a practice quite com m on in England. 
He would not speak of ‘‘tip­ 
ping” bis small nephew, another term in com m on usage in Eng-| 


land. 
In England there is no such class distinction as is attached to 
tipping in the United States. 
The practice is applied to the great

MRS. LINDBERGH FLYING TO MEXICO 
M 
RS. EVANGELINE LINDBERGH'S air trip from 
Detroit to 
Mexico City promises to be as thrilling an »event as her son’s 
trail-blazing flight. 
One significant feature of the plan seems to 
have been overlooked. 
It is in effect a commercial flight, with 
Mrs. Lindbergh as passenger, and the journey will be broken into 
convenient stages by way of Indianapolis, St. Louis, San Antonio, 


Brownsville and Tampico. 
Colonel Lindbergh is a “ solo” flyer by choice and tem pera­ 
ment, though he has frequently carried passengers in his plane. 
On 
his big undertakings, however, he flies alone and faces without a 
qualm the terrific nervous and physical strain of a day or more of 
travel in which he must be alert every second despite fatigue and 
the monotonous roaring of the motor, which in itselt has a stun­ 
ning effect. 
This sort of flying is neither safe nor practical for 
commercial aviation. 
Pilots must not be subjected to overstrain by over-long sched­ 
ules; there should be landings at intervals of from 300 to 600 
miles on long-distance trips; and night flying should be avoided 
except over beaconed airways such as the United States govern­ 
ment is now creating along the principal routes throughout the 


country. 
Few of us can hope to match a non-stop flight such as Lind­ 
bergh made from Washington to Mexico City; but all of us may 
look forward a very few years to such a journey as has been under­ 
taken so fearlessly by his mother, so that she may share in her 
so n ’s fiesta during the Christmas season in the Mexican OnifrP

Thus spoke Fred Broad, real estate 
dealer, who, it was estimated today, 
has spent $30,000 in cash to alleviate 
ihe suffering of striking union min­ 
ers who have been out of work since 
last April. 
“'The miners will never want for 
anything,” said tne genial real estate 
dealer who tips the scales at the 220- 
pound mark, “as long as I am able to 
help them.” 
Broad is the Santa Claus of this 
section of the bituminous coal field. 
He first became actively interested in 
the miners welfare when the Republic 
Iron and Steel Company sold the 
household effects of union miners at 
Russellton for overdue rent. 
With many of the miners owing as 
much as seven months rent, the com­ 
pany obtained permission of authori­ 
ties to sell their furniture at auction. 
Broad attended these auctions and 
purchased $7,500 worth of miners fur­ 
niture. 
He then promptly returned 
the goods to its original owners. 
Will Repay When Able. 
The miners will repay him when 
t hey are able. Broad says. Other than 
their promise to pay and the 


Later Broad bought $9.400 worth of 
miners property under similar cir­ 
cumstances at Harmarville. 
He also 
furnished much needed financial aid 
to the strikers at Kinloeh. Curtisville. 
Puckett Creek and Renton. 
It was 
necessary to mortgage his building 
here to do this, but that did not stop 
him.

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COLDEST JOB? OPINIONS 
DIFFER, REPORTER FINDS 


Who do you think has the coldest 
job in winter? Or better: What is the 
cold« ft job of which you know out­ 
side of that of being an Arctic ex­ 
plorer or some such rare trade? This 
reporter asked many people the ques­ 
tion and got just as many varying 
answers. 
In the first place it seems, we 
must define cold, if we are to get 
anywhere Cold, so physicians tell us 
is the absence of heat. And there 
you are Whose Job is conspicuous by 
the absence of heat? 
Evcrvjme. it seems votes for their 
jobs to rank first in coldness; even 
machinists, cooped up in a nice warm 
i hop. Bank clerks at one of the city 
banks elevated their noses just a 
trifle higher than usual and refused 
to speak for publication. And a hotel 
clerk votes lor himself. Buss driv­ 
ers think that they have the coldest 
jacket in captivity as do teamsters. 
At first 
our 
inclination 
was to 
award the laurels to the teamsters, 
but after due consideration and a 
short talk with an official of the Bell 
Telephone company, we changed our 
mind 
“About the coldest job that I know 
of' says the telephone man, “is that 
of a cable splicer, especially in w in­ 
ter. Why, even 
in summer many of 
-.be bovs wear heavy sweaters All day 
they sit by the side of their cables, 
patiently splicing and splicing. The 
job if so delicate, too, that they 
cannot wear gloves. 
“Of course we cannot forget the 
linemen. At all hours they are liable 


to be called out on duty; even in the 
most howiing storm of winter. And 
they must climb poles 
and 
repair 
lines. 
“That job does not belong to the 
hot stove league. 
But 
nevertheless 
they are active on their jobs while the 
• able splicers must sit still all day 
and splice ” 
Well customers that sounds rather 
cold, but the climax was capped by 
the Sage of Croton avenue.

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Congress Considering Plans 
For Regulation Motor Buses 


By GEORGE H. MANNING 
(W ashington Correspondent of the 
News) 
W A S H IN G T O N , D. C.. Dee. 20. 
—Several hills to curb the motor 
buses which now run Into and 
out of Pennsylvania without state 
or m unicipal regulation have al­ 
ready been Introduced Into Con­ 
gress with the probability strong 
th at some action will be taken on 
the subject. 
Senator W atson of 
Indiana 
and 
Representative Denison 
of 
Illinois 
have Introduced 
an 
identical 
hill 
which was drawn up by the Bus Di- 
vi* ion of the American Automobile 
Association, the national organization 
of the m otor bus operators. This bill 
takes practically the same form as j 
the one introduced in the last Con­ 
gress by the same two legislators and 
Is modelled closely after the bill drawn 
up several years ago by the late Sena­ 
tor Cummins of Iowa, the father of 
m uch transportation legislation, with 
the exception th a t the “Three A" bill 
includes buses but excludes 
trucks 1 
from regulation. 
The reason for this is th a t bus op­ 
erators w ant federal regulation, the 
truck operators do not; so to avoid 
a controversy which m ight endanger 
passage of the bill, the A. A, A. is 
going to work for the passage of its 
Dwn bill at an early date.

Commerce has reintroduced the old 
Cummins bill, with slight changes, 
providing federal regulation for both 
buses and trucks. 
The W atson-Denison bill, which has 
been given the designation H. R. 19, 
gives Jurisdiction over interstate com­ 
mon carriers of passengers by motor 
to the public utility board. commission 
or officer of each state through which 
the carrier’s route may extend, with 
power to form Joint commissions with 
neighboring 
states. 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce Commission 
has 
power 
where a state does not assume Jur­ 
isdiction and also has 
Jurisdiction 
when 
an 
appeal 
is sought from 
the decision or lack 
of 
agreement 
of the state boards. 
All interstate 
buses are divided into two 
classes. 
Class A includes all vehicles operat­ 
ing between fixed term ini or over a 
regular route, while Class B embraces 
all other operations, such as sight­ 
seeing buses. 
The provisions of the 
act, however, apply with equal force 
to both classes of carriers. 
No interstate operation can be car­ 
ried on. under the term s of the bill, 
without securing from the proper state 
boards of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission 
a certificate 
declaring 
that public convenience and neces­ 
sity require such operation. 
In the 
case of class B carriers the certifi­ 
cate must te obtained from the state 
in which the carrier has its princi­ 
pal place of business.

In determining whether or net the 
public convenience and necessity re­ 
quire the granting cf a certificate, 
the board or commissicn hearing such 
application is directed by the bill to 
give reasonable consideration, among 
other pertinent m atters, to available 
transportation service by railroad, or 
other existing transportation agency, 
to the character of service to be ren­ 
dered by the applicant, to the likeli­ 
hood of the proposed service being 
adequate, perm anent and continuous, 
and to the effect which such service 
may have upon any other transporta­ 
tion agency,

ties served by it. 
The body issuing 
the certificate is empowered to attach 
to the exercise of the rights granted 
such reasonable term s and conditions 
as to weight of load, number of pas­ 
sengers, continuity of operation, ade­ 
quate service, the exclusion of pick­ 
up and delivery points on routes be­ 
tween term ini or w’ithin defined dis­ 
tricts or localities, and as to such oth­ 
er m atters as in its judgm ent the pub­ 
lic convenience and necessity require. 
Before any certificate is issued un­ 
der this bill, each carrier must post 
a suiiicient bond to pay any judg­ 
ment rendered against the carrier for 
death cr injury to passengers or loss 
or damage to property while in transit 
or injury to other persons or property. 
The rates, fares and charges of all 
interstate motor carriers must be just, 
reasonable, and not unduly discrim­ 
inatory, under the bill. Class A car­ 
riers are required to file schedules of 
their charges with the proper state 
boards or the I. C. C. as the case may 
be. and are forbidden to make any

• W hen so m uch lias been, and is 
still being, done to raise the sta n ­ 
dard of life expectancy, it is almost 
painful to public health officials to 
see the death rate from preventable 
accidents m ount higher and higher, 
and to realize at the same tim e that 
hey are practically helpless to pre­ 
vent it. 
“Ju st the other day a young m an

had 
been 
protected 
against 
smallpox through 
vaccination, 
who 
had always been served with pure 
w ater to drink, whose food had been 
wholesome 
and 
sate, 
whose living 
habits had been developed and m ain ­ 
tained on a wise and logical basis; 
this young m an thus protected by 
m odern sanitation and disease pre­ 
vention. stepped out into fhe street 
Without looking, was knocked down 
by an autom obile and is now dead.

a corpse!

Knapp, a former Kane man. gained 
his admission from jail under a law 
which prohibits the holding of a pris­ 
oner after his case has failed to come 
to trial after three court terms. 
The elder W enrich was sentenced 
to life imprisonment at the last court 
term after a jury had found him guil- j 
ty of the murders. 
The younger W enrich will appear in j 
court 
next February. 
Then, court j 
observers believe, he will face only a j 
charge of violating the prohibition | 
law. 
Sources close to the county prose­
